S'rjiultaneous with this movement is an effort,

!he Comtitution of the Unit'ed States by striking 
out that loature ot tho sixth nrticle which pro- 
vides that '-'no religious test shall ever be re- 
quired as a qualification to any office or trust 
under the United States" and further to strike 
out the first article of the amendment to the 
Constitution which is as follows :

At a lato meeting of tho Quarterly Conference 
of the Greensburgh Station of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, the Ministers, Elders and Ste- 
wards resolved themselves into a political caucus, 
and adopt a political platform for the govern- 
ment of their Charoh in the approaching Con- 
gressional and Stato election.—These ministers, 
no doubt wag thinking that the Kingdom oi 
Christ was getting along well enough, devoted 
their Quarterly Meeting to the affairs of State. 
They adopted a preamble and five resolution?.— 
The preamble and the two first resolutions relat- 
ed exclusively to the cause of the temperance— 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating drinks. 
As this is exclusively a moral question—a ques- 
tion on which ministers may, with great proprie- 
ty preach, lectur, and in their clerical and 
Church capacity, resolve we have no comments 
to make. 
If they had stopped at this point, we 
should not have felt called on to notice this meet- 
ing. 
But thev did not. Tho three last roaolu- 
tions are as follows: 


'Resolved, That we regard that part of the 
Nebraska and Kansas bUl which repeals the 
Missouri Compromise, as a high-handed act of 
injustice and infamy, calculated to destroy for- 
ever the confidence of the people in the govern- 
ment, by destroying the sacred character of con- 
vents. 


Resolved, That we wiill support no man xor 
Congress that will not pledge himself to use 
every lawful exertion in the compass of his pow- 
er to obtain a repeal of the above bill, so far aa 
the Missouri Compromiso is concerned, 


^•Resolved, That wo rogaid tho existence of 
alavery, where it is tolerated, and its extension 
over free territory, as a disgrace to a republican 
government, ond a curse to our country.-' 


To carry out the spirit of theso resolutions, we 
roccomend tho next ecclesiastical body that un- 
dortukes to pass resolutions on jhe slavery ques- 
tion to add the following: 
" ÎFÂereas, we learn from the 17th chapter of 
Gencsiri, verses 12 ond 13, that father Abra- 
ham held slaves "bought with his money."—

THE Railroad Convention at the St. Niciiolas 


closed its labors this evening with the unanimous 
adoption of a series of resolutions settling amica- 
bly the various questions which have been under 
discussion, and involving a general advance of 
charges on freight aod passengers and a reduc- 
tion of speed and amount of service. 
Through 
fares from New York to Buffalo by the two 
great routes are to bo advanced on the first Sep- 
tember to S8, equal to 50 cents advance, and to 
$9 during the winter season. 
Freight is to be 
advanced about 10 per cent, at present, with a 
further advancc hereafter. There is also to be 
an entire discontinuance ol the system of runners 
and western agents, which will be an immense 
saving to all the roads. The system ot free pas- 
ses has been matesially abridged by resolutions 
and it« entire abolition submitted to the consider- 
ation oi the President of the various roads. 
A 
uniorm classification of freights on all tho four 
great lines has been adopted, and tho charges 
equalized. It was fonnd, upon comparison with 
other freight, that the mail service was perfor- 
med at a cheaper rate than any other branch of 
service, and stéps are to be taken to obtain a 
coinxne^surate merease of compensation.

cent, cheaper than, the lowest grade of freight.
